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MEMORANDUM OF COOPERATION 
BETWEEN 

THE UNITED STATES CONFERENCE OF MAYORS

The United States Conference of Mayors and the National Front of Mayors (hereafter referred to as 
"the Participants"), 

Determined to form a cooperative relationship and to create a partnership and mutually beneficial 
relationship on all levels; 

Recognizing the importance of a sound partnership between local governments of the United States 
and Brazil as an instrument to assist in the achievement of shared objectives and enhancement of mutual 
benefits; 

Affirming the importance of a strong partnership between state and local governments of Brazil and 
the United States; 

Recognizing the power of mayor-to-mayor communication in discussing major urban challenges and 
ways to successfully meet such challenges; and 

Invoking the principles, reciprocity, mutual respect, and mutual benefit that guide their own 
relations, which should conduct the relationship between the two organizations, and the country in which 
they are located and their cities. 

Therefore, The United States Conference of Mayors and the National Front of Mayors have reached 
the following understandings: 

The Participants, thus agree to develop a partnership with the purpose to create and support 
exchanges of mayors of each nation, thru this Memorandum of Cooperation. 

Furthermore, the Participants will seek to share information about best practices and model 
programs through a variety of means, including: face-to-face meeting in summits; electronic exchanges of 
information; technical meetings; lectures and internships; studies and research; and development and 
application of methodologies whenever possible. 

Specific topic areas in which the Participants will begin to exchange experiences and to share best 
practices include (but not limited to): 



- Disposal of solid waste; 

- Forms of funding of urban and metropolitan public transport and railways; 

- E-Government in the age of social networks; and 

- Governance policies in the metropolitan areas. 

Recognizing and supporting technical cooperation among themselves, the United States Conference 
of Mayors (USCM) - and the National Front of Mayors / Frente Nacional de Prefeitos (FNP), will aim to 
become institutional partners of decentralized cooperation and to contribute to the development and 
cooperation between the cities of Brazil and cities in the United States of America.
